Knick¬ 
erbockers  and  short  skirts  are  excus¬ 
able  now  anywhere  under  the  suppos¬ 
ition  that  a  wheel  waits  in  anteroom 
or  basement.  Presently  the  conven¬ 
ient  fiction  of  a  wheel  somewhere 
about  will  be  accepted  as  an  ad¬ 
mittance  guarantee  to  any  assem¬ 
blage.  The  eonveuience  of  short 
skirts  and  knee  pants  will  so  assert 
itself  that  riders  will  simply  refuse  to 
wear  the  conventional  lengths,  and 
with  thousands  of  defiant  wheelers 
stalking  oomfortably  about,  what  can 
fashion  do  1  Long  draperies  and 
regulation  dress  suits  will  be  relegat¬ 
ed  to  very  exceptional  occasions. 

It  is  revolutionizing  commeroe  and 
the  trades.  Every  workingman  and 
woman  who  oan  possibly  save  nickels, 
is  slowly  piling  them  np  until  enough 
fire  gathered  together  to  buy  a 
bicycle.
